INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(  a  )  Mll-k  Supplies 


Inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  cowsheds  as 
often  as  possible. 

(b )  Meat  and  other  Foods . 

The  slaughterhouses  generally  have  been  found  to 
be  in  good  order,  and  regularly  limewashed  and  cleansed. 

The  following  animals  were  inspected  at  the  twenty- 
three  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  during  the  year.

Proceedings  were  taken  against  a  butcher  for 
having  in  his  possession  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  4  Tubercular  pigs’ 
heads.  The  case  was  dismissed  after  a  lengthy  hearing. 

All  other  premises  (bakehouses,  factories,  etc.) 
coming  within  my  province  are  inspected  as  regularly  as  possible  and 
there  is  nothing  of  note  to  report  regarding  same. 

DRAINAGE. 

All  complaints  of  nuisances  arising  from  choked 
or  defective  drainage  have  been  dealt  with,  but  many  sewers  are 
inadequate  for  their  purpose. 

Watercourses  in  ^7  norishes  were  roded  and  cleansed
